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NEW YEAR'S I>AY CUSTOMS. 


Peculiar Observances in IMfferent 


Countries—Tbe Wiving of Pres- 
ents. 


Like the customs of Christmas, which, 


in theii origin, are a curious mixture of 
poetry and mysticism, of symbolism 
and superstition, those that belong to 
the observance of Hew Year's day ar?, 
also, to a large extent, relics of usages 
and ideas that date from early heathen 
ages. 
In France New Year's presents play 


an important part. The French derive 
their term from these presents, etrennes, 
from the Latin word Strenia, the name 
of a goddess whom the Romans vener- 
ated as the patroness of gifts. 
There 


was a grove m Home dedicated to this 
goddess, where it waa onstomary to get 
fresh twigs, to give with presents to 
friends and relatives on New Year's 
day. 
At first,the presents consisted only of 


figs, dates and honey which were in- 
tended to represent the sweet and 
pleasant elements of life; but they soon 
became mo.ie valuable and costly. Dur- 
ing the sway of the Emperors, Roman 
subjects made New Year's gifts to their 
sovereign. Augustus received 
such 


quantities of these that he had gold and 
silver statues made of them. Tiberius 
did uway with the usage, because he 
considered it too troublesome to express 
thanks for the giftu. Caligula, on the 
contrary, reiutroduoed the custom, and 
even made up for his predecessor's re- 
fusal to receive presents by requiring 
those that bad been offered to him to 
be given to himself as arrearages. 


The custom of making New Year's 


gifts, notwithstanding attempts to sup- 
press it, was continued after Europe 
became Christian. For a time present- 
making was transferred to Easter, but 
later it was again associated with the 
1st of January. At one time in France 
there was a great extravagance in tbe 
custom. In the reign of Lonis XIV., 
on tlia 1st of JanuaEj1, 1678, Mine, de 
Moutespan received a cup of gold, set 
With emeralds and diamonds, besides 
two gpbleta, £uriiiuhed with, coveca that 
were likewise studded with precious 
atones. At present etrennes most fre- 
quently consist in France of sweetmeats 
tastefully arrayed in handsome boxes, 
or of vases, bronzes, rare porcelain, or 
other works of art. 


'Many interesting customs had their 


origin IE the early days of the German 
people, with whom the Winter solstice 
•was always a high festival. In Voight- 
land, a district of Saxony, maidens are 
accustomed to walkjon New Year's eve 
—and they prefer the hour of midnight 
—in retired nooks of gardens, and 
shake trees or fence pickets, or even 
wash poles, and inquire about their 
future lovers; and from whatever direc- 
tion they then hear the burking or howl- 
ing of a dog, or any other marked or 
sudden noise, from that direction will 
the lover come. 


On New Year's, or, as it is also called, 


Sylvester eve, the maiden of Mecklen- 
burg, with her back turned to the door, 
throws a slipper over her head. If the 
toe of the fallen slipper points to the 
door, she loaves the hoube during the 
following year to go into service; if not 
she remains at home. 


In the villages near the Vosges 


Mountain range, the well dance was a 
general custom forty or fifty years ago 
and may be still retained in many 
places. Early on the morning of New 
Years's day, before the ringing of the 
church bells, the unmarried young wo- 
men of a village would dance around 
the running well or fountain of the 
place, 
which 
they 
had previously 


adorned with a small fir tree, and would 
sing a song to the dance that dutod un- 
questionably, though in distorted form, 
from a dim anticquity. The object of 
this custom was to provide the danc- 
iug maidens with lovers during the 
coming year, and to bring good look 
and fortunate crops to the village, and 
make the water of the well healthy for 
the cattle. 


In Denmark there is a curious cus- 


tom of breaking bottles, pots and dishes 
against the house door, a custom that is 
turned to advantage for annoying an 
enemy by breaking -vessels against his 
door that are filled with filth, or, if the 
chance is good, they are even thrown 
into the house. It is n popular super- 
stition in Denmark that any person who 
snufb out a candle on New Year's eva 
dies during the following year. 


In Spain Sylvester eve is of great im- 


portance to the young folks. On that 
eve, in accordance with an old custom, 
the names of the young people are 
thrown into two separate urns, oue for 
each. sex. Then the names are drawn 
alternately, oue from each urn, and the 
young men who participate in the sport 
become the recognized lovers and es- 
corts during the whole succeeding year 
of the respective maidens whom this 
lottery accords to them. Should it hap- 
pen that the same two names are drawn 
together two yeara in succession, it in 


considered an omen favorable to a more 
lasting relationship, and so usually le- 
sults. 
In European countries, in wnich the 


Julian calendar is still in vogue, the 
carnival celebration begins already at 
Christmas, and is conducted in a way 
quite different from that of "Western 
countries. 
The Russian carnival is 


divided into two parts—the New Year's 
celebration, which is conducted with 
dance, jesting and masquerading, and 
the so-called Butter Week, or festal 
time that precedes the strict fasts. The 
sports, mummeries, jests and practical 
jokes that characterized the Roman 
Saturnalia and Luperoalia mark to-day 
the Russian New Year's celebration. 


They still continue in full vogue 


among the Russian people, notwith- 
standing the popular custom in the 
lapse of centuries. For village boys to 
mask as bears, wolves, horses, and 
other animals, and go about from house 
to house on New Year's eve accompa- 
nied by musicians, and there sing comic 
songs and dance, especially in imitation 
of trained dancing bears, is a favorite 
amusement in the land of the Czars; 
and peasants and farmers treat tbese 
jolly visitors hospitably with beer or 
liquor, a^id frequently give them money. 
In the ci'ies .similar sport is practiced 
by the house servants.

A red sand fell in Bagdad, in 939 A. 


D., and for many hours previous, and 
subsequently the atmosphere was tinged 
•with red. 


ID 1056 A, »., there was a fall of red 


KUOW in Armenia. 


In 1110 A. D , in the province of Vas- 


pouragan, in Armenia, a flaming body 
iell into Lake Van and the water be- 
came the color of blood. 
In 1219 or 1222 A. D., (the date ia un- 


certain), a red rain fell in Bohemia. 
At the same time there was a fall of fine 
sand and a mass like coagulated blood. 


On November o, 1548 A. D., in Thur- 


ingia, a ball of fire fell with great noise, 
followed by a reddish substance like 
coagulated blood, which remained cov- 
ering the ground for a long time, 


In Fomerania, in 1557, there fell large 


flakes of a substance resembling blood. 


On December 24, 15CO, at Lille- 


bonne, in Lower Seine, France, a meteor 
followed by a red rain. 


At the close of a terrible tempest on 


July 5, 1582, there fell in Rockhausen, 
in Prussia, a quantity of fibrous matter 
resembling human hair. 


On December 3, 1586, there fell in 


Verdeu, in Hanover, large quantities of 
matter, black and red, accompanied by 
lightning and thunder. 


In August, 1618, a meteor fell in 


Styrin, acccompanied by a blood-red 
rain. 


In 1638, at Tourney, in Belgium, a 


red rain foil. 


In January, 1643, a blood-red rain fell 


in Voehigen and Weinsberg, iii the 
kingdom of Wurtemberg. 


On March 28, 1663, there fell near 


Laucha, Prussia, a shower of fibrous 
substance like blue silk. 


On January 31, 1663, there fell in 


Norway n great quantity of membranous 
substances friable and like half-burnt 
papers. 
Baron Gottnaus analyzed a 


portion of tho substance, and found in 
it silex, iron, lime, carbon, magnesia, 
a trace of chrome, and of sulphur, but 
not a particle of nickel, which is always 
present in aerolites. 


Ou March 24, 1718, on the Island of 


Lathy, in India, a ball of fire fell, and 
after it a gelatinous red substance. 


On October 14, 1755, a blood-red rain 


descended at 
Locarno, 
Switzerland. 


Nine inches of rain fell, and it was as- 
certained that the red matter contained 
in this shower was an inch deep by act- 
ual measurement. 
The same storm 


reached Swabia, on the Alps, and there 
changed into a reddish snow, which 
fell to the depth of nine feet. 


In March, 1808, at Coruiola, Ger- 


many, there was a fall of five feet of 
red snow. 
la 1813, according to Yon Humboldt, 


there was a fall of red-colored hail at 
Palermo. 
* 


The same year, according to the same 


authority, there was a fall of orange- 
tinted hail in Tuscany. 


A brick-colored snow fell in Italy in 
1816. 


On August 13,1819, a mass of gela- 


tinous matter fell in Aiuherst, Mass. 


In 1841 two blood-red rains are men- 


tioned—one in 
Massachusetts, 
the 


other in Tennessee. 


In 1843 a snan named Ingelow and 


his sons were picking cotton on a plan- 
tation in Laurens district, near Euro 


river, South Carolina, when out [of an 
,almo8t cloudless sky great particles of 
red'gelatinous.am tier fell in a shower. 


In 1867 a similar fain foil iri Albany, 


and the late lamented Dr. Jacob T. 
Mosher, of happy memory, made an 
analysis of it. He found it contained 
germs of marine growth, likely Fucus 
platycarpua. 


It is expected that the mills at Belle-

President-Elect Declares ttaat 


II* Will Strictly 
Enforce tbe 


Civil Service 


NEW YOBK, December 29. 


The National Civil Service Reform 


League, on December 20, addressed a 
letter to President-elect Cleveland, in 
which they announced the ;<?ar that the 
new Administration would not carry oul 
the provisions of tbe Civil Service Act, 
and expressed the hope that this would 
not prove to bo the case. To this Mr. 
Cleveland replied as follows: 


ALBANY, December 25. —HON. GKOBOB 


WILLIAM Cmaiis, PBESIDKNT—Dear Sir 
Your communication dated December 
20, addressed to me on behalf of the 
National Civil Service Beform League, 
has been received. That practical re- 
form in the civil service is demanded 
is abundantly established by the fact 
that the statute leferred to m your 
communication was passed in Con- 
gress with the assent of both political 
parties, «.nd by the further fact that the 
sentiment is generally prevalent among 
patriotic people in calling for a fair and 
honest enforcement of the law which 
has been thus enacted. I regard my- 
self pledged to this, because my con- 
ception of true Democratic faith and 
public duty requires that this and all 
other statutes should be, in good faith 
and without evasion, enforced, and bo- 
cause of many utterances made prior to 
my election as President and approved 
by the party to which it belongs, and 
which I have no disposition to disclaim. 
I have in effect pioinised the people that 
this should bo done. I am not ^umind- 
ful of the fact to which you refer, that 
many of our citizens fear that the recent 
party change in the National Executive 
may demonstrate that 
abuses have 


grown up in the civil service which are 
ineradicable. 


I know that they are deeply rooted, 


and that the spoils system has beeu 
supposed to be intimately related to 
success in the maintenance of party or- 
ganization, and I am not sure thnt those 
who profess to be friends of that form 
will stand firmly among its advocates 
when they find it obstructing their way 
to pationage and plaoa. But, fully ap- 
preciating tbu trust committed to my 
charge, no such consideration shall 
cause any relaxation on my part of an 
earnest effort to enforce this law. 


There is a class of Government po- 


sitions which are not within the letter 
of the civil service statute, but which 
are so disconnected with tbe policy of 
an administration that the removal 
therefrom of prasent incumbents, in my 
opinion, should not be made during tbe 
term for which they were appointed 
solely OQ partisan grounds and for the 
purpose of putting in their places those 
who are in political accord with the ap- 
pointing power. But many now holding 
sach positions have forfeited all just 
claims to retention, because they used 
heir places for party purposes in dis- 
regard, to their duty to the people, and 
Because, instead of being decent public 
servants, they have 
proved 
them- 


selves 
offensive partisans and un- 


scrupulous manipulators of local parties. 
Such officials, as well as their success- 
ors, chould be taught that efficiency, 
itness and devotion to public duty are 
conditions of their continuance in pub- 
ic place, and that in the quiet and un- 
obtrusive exercise of individual politi- 
cal rights, they will not be molested. 


If I were addressing nonn but party 


riends, I should deem it entirely proper 
;o remind them that though the coming 
adminutratioa is to be Democratic, a 
due regard for the people's interest 
does not permit faithful party work to 
>e always rewarded by appointment to 
office, and to say to them while Demo- 
crats may expect all proper cousidera- 
ion, selections for office not embraced 
within the civil service rules will be 
jased upon sufficient inquiry as to fit- 
ness, instituted by those charged with 
hat duty, ritthcr than upon persistent 
mportunity of self solicited recommen- 
Istiou on behalf of candidates for ap-

meeting of the Legislature to meet all 
immediate wants, while meeting every 
legitimate demand of the creditors of 
the State. The school fund is a matter* 
of just pride. In no part of the nation 
has so small a number of children so 
large ivn amount of meney pledged to 
their education — $727,000 — which 
amount is being constantly increased, 
is an inheritance which ought to be 
made cf great value to our children. 
It 
is true that a considerable part of the 
amount draws but small interest and 
u»ay continue to do so until a con- 
stitutional 
amendment 
can be per- 


fected. By the time that can be clone 
the fund will hove reached one million, 
and nearly one-half of that sum will 
only be drawing three anil one-half per 
cent, | interest. The 
whole amount 


should be made to draw at least six per 
cent, per annum, bat cannot be until 
our fundamental 
law is materially 


changed.

Sacramento Becoxd-tTnion. 


Four years ago the block bounded by 


X and Y, Ninth and Tenth streets, was 
but an unattractive heap of sand. By 
the expenditure of a large sum of money 
there are now thereon 
piotniesqne 


groundbt, extensive and deantiful build- 
ings, etc., under the name of the Bell 
Conservatory. 
The entrance to the 


main Jconservatory building is 1C feet 
square, and is marked for its architect- 
ural beauty. 
Here are numbers of 


Iiilium longiflorum. From the entrance 
the visitor goes into the main building, 
which is octagonal in shape, glass sides 
rising perpendicularly 20 feet, with a 
bell roof, and terminating in a glass 
dome, the top of which is 35 feet from 
the ground. This main structure is 35 
teat square, and is devoted principally 
to tropical plants, such as thd Musa 
Gayendishii (banana tree), Hibiscus,' 
Poinsettia pnloJierrima (Mexican ever-' 
green), Drueenaa and palm trees. The 
banana trees range from 5 to 25 feet in 
height, with leaves eight feet in length 
and two feet wide. Eight pillars sup- 
poiting the dome are ornamented with 
climbers of the most lovely species in 
cultivation, such aa the Taosonia Van 
Yoliemi, Thunbergia, Biguonia, Ve- 
nusta, 
and 
Stephanotis fioribunda. 


While in this place one can easily im- 
agine himself ia some tropical clime. 
To the west of the main corridor is an 
L-ahaped addition 50 feet in length by 
40 feet wide at the end. This is de- 
voted to choice heliotrope, abutihons, 
Etevia, jasmine and a few rose plants. 


To the east of tho main building is 


another addition, similar in size and 
shape to the one on the west, but (li- 
dded into two parts, the first devoted 
exclusively to Winter flowering plants 
and begonias, while the second part is 
the fernery and aquarium. There are 
two tanks, one in form of a Greek cross 
in which are a hundred or more fan- 
tailed goldfish. 
The second is 16 feet 


square and 7 feet deep, having been 
built for the Victoria Regia, wbiuh wai 
successfully 
bloomed 
for 
fourteen 


months. At present thia tank is cov- 
ered by a movable platform, on wbich 
is a mound of flowering plants. 
The 


terns are of numerous varieties. Iu all 
the above houses shelving 3% feet in 
width runs along the sides, on which 
are stored part of the thousands of less 
hardy plants after they are turned from 
tho propagating beds into pots. To the 
north or rein of the main building is 
the potting-room, 32 feet in length by 
IS. foot i*i widths - Efore are nlso stored 
samples of almost eyery __ ijinagipaxy, da. 
M»u in wiry forms. 
Fro^u BUIB thy vis- 


itor eute»-> thu four propagating homos, 
each 50 feet long by 1'^ feet widtj, with 
two propagating beds in each house. 
Each bed is 50 leet loiig by 4 feet wide, 
and has a capacity of at least 12,000 
cuttings. To the west of the work-room 
is the office, and under it is the boiler- 
room and coal-bios. Thera are two 
large-size boilers, from which lead 4- 
iuch pipes to all parts of the various 
buildings. 
One is used only while the 


second jniiy be out of repair. Below the 
office is a large; cool room devoted exclu- 
sively to floral woik, this department 
being in tho hands of an "artist" in 
this line. 


Further to the west and separated 


only by a driveway in tho rose house. 
This bus just been completed and is the 
s«cond lurgent glass house devoted ex- 
clusively to rose plants in the United 
Sta.es. The design is entirely origi- 
nal, jbeiug different from anything in 
glatis-bouse architecture before known. 
It i j 85x55 feet. There are four glass 
roois, whose gables rise 12 feet above 
the ground. Between toe roofa and on 
the outer sides are decks 3% feet in 
widtb, under which runs the pathway!, 
about the "Rosary." The sides rise 
perpendicularly 
7 
feet, 
tho upper 


4 
feet 
of which is of glass snsh. 


In the Summer season the entire 
sash 
in 
this 
building, 
can 
be 


taken off and stored on the decks 
uiada for that 
purpose. 
Thus 
tho 


plants are exposed to the weather. The 
capacity of the house is 350 roses, each 
plant being three feet apart, and the 
idea is to to make them rest during the 
Summer months that will bloom lux- 
uriantly in the Wintor. They will thus 
supply not only the people of Sacra- 
mento, but also Sun Francisco. 
Tho 


latter city has roses in the Winter time, 
but of *» very inferior quality. 
The 


plants now being placed in this house 
are of the choicest varieties to be had, 
such as the Mareuhal Nielj Catharine 
Mermet, Dr. Bertnet, Andre' Schwartz, 
'Fiphetos, Duchess of Edinburgh, Pei-e 
da Lyon, Mis Edith Gifford, and many 
others. To the left of 'thd ina'in build- 
ing are ten larga propagating frames, 
with heavy glass sashes, comprising 
over 1,200 square feet. 
There are in all 


over 25,000 sqnare feet of sash, 'cover- 
ing 14,000 square feet of grouud. 


The grounds are a marvel of beauty in 


the summer time. Iu the center of ona 
of the beds is a handsome status of the 
mythological god "Mercury." In ad- 
dition to the entire block now occupied 
by,tho conservatory grounds and the 
quarter .block owned on the corner of 
Ninth and W they have recently pur- 
chased the block adjoining them, thus 
affording about five and a half acres, 
which will be brought int» use as soon 
ns tho soil caa be gotten into a proper 


state for cultivation. It ia the intention 
of the Bell Conservatory to make a 
specialty of the culture of roses, and 
they now have over 500 Varieties of the 
choicest plants to be obtained in the 
country. They will also grow more ex- 
tensively than heretofore ornamental 
trees, shrubs and plants. The estab- 
lishment is under the management of 
M. J. Dillman. 


A Vnlnablo Ranch.
